BERLIN, Feb. 2.—Lieutenant von 
Stuckrad of the Reserves was killed 
in a duel with pistols by Baron von 
Oertzen, a Captain of Infantry, at 
dawn yesterday near Frankfort. 

The two were formerly close friends 
until Lieut. Stuckrad, during Baron 
Oertzen'’s absence at the maneuvers 
some time ago, eloped with the lat- 
ter’s wife. The parénts of the Baron- 
ess traced the couple to New York 
and vainly tried to persuade their 
daughter to return. Capt. O6certzen 
Subsequently obtained a divorce. but 
this had hardly been granted when 
Lieut. Stuckrad quarreled with the 
woman, whom he forsook, leaving her 
in America and returned to Kreuz- 
nach, where his father, a retired Gen- 
eral, is now Burgomaster.

Deposition Tells of Nocturnal 
Rides With Woman While 
Wife Was Away. 





New charges against William J. Lemp, 
of the Lemp Brewing Co., 
were made Tuesday by Mrs. Lillian 
“the Lavender Lady, 


president 


Handlan Lemp, 
in an amended divor e petition filed in 


the Circuit court. The case is set for 


trial next Monday. 
Mrs. Lemp charges that in November, 
1904, her husband knocked her down in 


the bathroom and bruised her face. 
She declares that she suffered a se- 
vere nervous shock as the result of the 
attack. She also alleges that Mr. Lemp 
repeatedly swore at her. 

Another new allegation in the amend- 
ed petition, which contains all of the 
charges in the original petition, is that 
in 1906, while she was spending the 
summer at Newport, Lemp rode with 
women in his automobile at night, ca- 
ressed them while driving through the 
Streets, and took them to his home at 
3343 South Thirteenth street. 

In support of the charges regarding the 
women the testimony of Robert Lans- 
ing Johnstone, said to have been.sa for: 
mer chauffeur for Mr. Lemp, was taken 
before Special Commissioner George M. 
Block Monday. 

Chauffeur’s Deposition Secret, 

Johnstone’s deposition was taken be- 
hind closed doors, in accordance with an 
agreement of the attorneys, but it is 


said that he described many incidents & 


that occurred while he was chauffeur 
for Lemp from July to December, 1906. 

The chauffeur is said to have de- 
scribed several automobile trips from 
the Lemp home to the Alps and Forest 
Park Highlands, where he met several] 
men and women. Occasional trips were 
also made to St. Louis County, with 
the women as guests of Mr. Lemp in 
his automobile. 

On two occasions Mr. Lemp took the 
women to his home about midnight and 
they remained for an hour or more. he 
declares. The chauffeur said that from 
their loud talk and uncertain gait, and 
the fact that Mr. Lemp helped them 
up the steps of the home, he judged that 
the women were not entirely sober. 

Once when the women were taken to 
the house, ‘in Mrs. Lemp’s absence, the 
chaueur said, he waited outside for an 
hour. Lemp then came out with a man 
and the two women, and he dreve to the 
California avenue street car line, where 
the - women were put out of tue automo- 
bile and left standing on tne sidewalk to 
wait for the car. 


Asked About Making Calls. 


The chauffeur was asked if he ever 
took Mr. Lemp to call onany women. He 
said he might have taken his employer 
to call on women and he might not have 
seen them. : 

On some of Mr. Lemp’s excursions to 
the amusement parks and the county he 
was accompanied by Arthur Potts and 
Joe Buse, according to the chauffeur. 
The chauffeur said he did not remember 
that he ever heard the names of the 
women. He said he was not positive 
who they were, but he described one of 
them as being 5 feet tall, medium build, 
light hair and about 27 years old. The 
other woman, he said, was a little older 
and taller. 

“It was not my business to listen to 
the conversation,’ ‘gaid the chauffeur. 
“Ttsualty I had my back turned. but of 
course I knew at times what was going 
on.”’ 

“Were you 
say if anybody 
mobile you were driving?’ 

“Yes, IT was told to say 
to Charles Lemp.”’ 

“Was Mr. Lemp friendly 
ladies in the automobile?” 

“My back was turned, but I know 
once he had to help them up the steps 
at his home.”’ 

The chauffeur said that he drove Mr. 
Lemp to a house on Garrison avenue. 
near Laclede, once, and that ne stopped 
and went in to see a woman. He gave 
the name of the woman, and sald she 
had driven out with Mr, Lemp a few 
times. He did not think there was any- 
thing improper in these visits. 

The chauffeur said he drove to the 
Washington Hotel, to the residence of 
Mrs. Besch and to other places to let 
women out of the Lemp automobile. 
On a few occasions, he sald, Miss Elste 
Lemp accompanied her brother in the 
automob'le.

James Watson, chauffeur for H. Clay 
Pierce, must serve his twelve months’ 
jail sentence and pay a $1,000 fine for 
the death of little Christine Musick, his 
sentence having been affirmed Tuesday 
in the Supreme Court at Jefferson City.

The 
machine was identified by its license 
tag, and Watson was arrested on a 
charge of manslaughter. 

Fourth Degree Manslaughter. 

Assistant Circuit Attorney Newton 
prosecuted the case, and obtained a 
verdict of manslaughter in the fourth 
degree, with the fine and jail sentence. 
Watson has since. been at liberty on an 
appeal bond.

Friends of Standard’s Foe Says Alliance of Trust 
With State Is Projected as Another 
Blow at Missouri Man. 





The petition of the Standard Oil Co. 
of Indiana proposing that the State of 
Missouri go into partnership with it in 


the management of the oil business in 


Missouri is declared by a personal friend 
of H. Clay Pierce to be another scheme 


of the Standard to ruin Mr. Pierce and 
his oil business. This friend voiced the 
opinion of Mr. Pierce. 

The proposition is that a new Missouri 
company be formed to succeed to the 
business of the Standard Oil Co. of In- 
diana, which owns the Sugar Creek re- 
finery and o.ner property in Missouri, 
and that the new corporation be man- 
aged and controlled by pwo trustees, one 
appointed by the State and the other 
appoined by the Standard Oil Co. 

The petition goes on to say: 

“These trustees shall act as officers of 
this court, subject to its control and 
direction, so vote the stock and keep 
vigilant supervision over the affairs of 
the company as to see that it conducts 
same in such a way that fair, just, 
lawful and proper treatment is accord- 
ed to the public as well as to the prop- 
erty, company and its real owners. If 
ever, as to any action to be taken or 
pursued, the said trustees can not agree, 
the controversy shall be submitted to 
the judges of this court, or some one 
named by them, as an arbitrator, the 
decision of the judges or their arbi- 
trator to be final. 

“This respondent would prefer not to 
form &@ new company. It would prefer to 
remain in the State and have appointed 
such trustees, giving them. by irrevo- 
cable power of attorney, full power of 
supervision over the conduct of its busi- 
ness in Missouri as that outlined with 
respect to a new company. 

Waters-Pierce to Be Included. 

‘(b) The stock of the Waters-Pierce 
Co., owned by the Standard Oll Co. of 
New Jersey shall be sold and trans- 
ferred and become the property of the 
Missouri company thus férmed; or, in 
lieu thereof, it shall be transferred to 
and held by said trustees for the same

“In this way the oil company under- 
takes to guarantee fair prices to the 
consumer. @therwise the State's repre- 
sentatives in complete touch with its 
‘affairs would report the failure to do 
so to the court.’ 

Oll Lawyers Call It “Fair,” 


Frank Hagerman, attorney for Stand- 
ard Oil, said that he and Attorney A. D. 
Eddy believed that the State could ac- 
cept the Standard Oil Co.'s propesitien 
without legislative action, because the 
State would have no financial interest in 
the business. It would produce nothing. 
It would only supervise rates and audi: 
accounts 

The idea of having the State super- 
vise the business of the Standard Oi! 
Co. was thought out In New York in a 
conference between leading officials ot 
the company and Attorneys Eddy and 
Hagerman. 

“Our partnership offer may seem a 
bit startling,”’ Mr. Hagerman said. “We 
can think of no fairer way to cenvince 
the State and the people that they are 
to get a square deal. We have tol® the 
State to step in and watch us carefully, 
If prices don’t suit, the State may 
change them.’

of $600,000 Libel Suit. 











ENIED BY OFFICIALS 





Prosecution Declares Inquisi- 
tion Into “Dummy Holders” 
Was Begun Before Libel 

* Episode. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

MUSKOGEE, Ok., Feb. 2.—Gov. 
Charles N. Haskell and his friends per- 
sist in the declaration that William R. 
Wearst is at the bottom of the Govern- 
ment investigation of the alleged Mus- 
kogee town-lot frauds and had it not 
been that Haskell filed suit for $600,000 
against Hearst for libel the Federa: 
grand jury woul@never have been called 
upon to make the investigation involv- 
ing the Governor and his _ political 
friends. 

District Attorney W. J. Gregg and rep- 
resentatives of the Government declare 
that there is no connection between 
Hearst and the inquisition. They say 
the prosecution for the alleged lot frauds 
was planned long before the Haskell- 
Hearst episode. 

Owing to the method adopted by the 
accused of scheduling ‘‘dummies” for a 
dozen or more states, it has required 
months to obtain the necessary evidence, 
he says. 

The Governments expects to prove that 
under supervision of Dwight W. Tuttle 
of Connecticut, John Q. Adams and B. 
F. Marshall of Muskogee, who consti- 
tuted the Town Site Commission, that 
the land owned by the Creek Nation 
within the boundaries of the city of 
Muskogee was platted into about 4000 
lots, many of which were then sub- 
stantially improved, and that within 
the same were tracts of large acreage 
wholly unimproved, which were used 
for pasturage and agricultural purposes 
and held by persons who acquired their 
occupancy or possessory rights there- 
to from the Creek Indians, but who had 
no title to the same. It is maintained 
that the title was held by the Indian 
tribe and that the tribe had no. power 
or capacity to sell the land. 

The persons holding these large tracts 
had no way under the law to acquire 
but a small portion of same, not ex- 
ceeding four acres in any instance, it 
being unimproved property, they either 
had to see it sold at auction to the high- 
est bidder or devise sonie way to evade 
the law and acquire it themselves. 


Said tc Have Had Dummies, 

The method devised by them it Its al- 
leged by Mott and his associates was to 
furnish the town site commision’ the 
names of “dummy” entrymen and have 
the lots scheduled in their names, and 
then after the patent was issued 
dummies to proe@tire quit-claim deeds far 
them conveying the land back to them- 
selves. 

The town site commissioners 
and approved the plan, it Is said. These 
large holders acted as agents of the 
cummies and held the purchase of the 
lots one-half of appraised value. The 
dummies were selected for the different 
communities in several states and 150 
to 2000 lots were procured in that man- 
yg. 

The prosecution charges that this wus 
all done without the knowledge of the 
‘dummies’ and without their having or 
claiming to have any right to thé prop- 
erty and in most instances they had 
never been in the territory. 

In October, 1904, the council of the 
Creek Nation adopted a joint resolutioi 
requesting the Secretary of Interior to 
investigate the selling of lots in the 
town sites. 

Again in 1906 the Creek Council me- 
memorialized the President and Congress 
to investigate these transactions. Fol- 
lowing this the President appointed Wil- 
liam D. Foulke, of Indiana, as special 
inspector to investigate the whole mat- 
ter of disposing of the townsites. 


Foulke Foun’? Fraud, 

Mr. Foulke made an investigation in 
November, 1906, and filed an exhaustive 
report setting forth the fraudulent 
methods employed in acquiring the prop- 
erty in the townsites, and the extent to 
which they were carried, and recem- 
mended the filing of suits to recover the 
property in behalf of the government of 
the Creek Nation. 

Upon this report Mr. M. L. Mott, the 
national attorney for the Creek Nation, 
was d@irected by the Secretary of the 
Interior to institute sufts to recover the 
property of which the Indians were de- 
frauded. 

Mr. Mott commenced the filing of the 
suite early in the spring of 1907. The 
euite were brought by the United States 
for the use of the Creek Nation. 

About that time Mr. W. L. Stude- 
vant of St. Louis was employed as spe- 
cial counsé) for the United States in the 
prosecution of the suits and since then 
Mr. Mott and Studevant have been as- 
sociated in the same and they have 
filed 225. bills in equity, affecting some 
1200 of the lots. 

The suits are commonly known as the 
Mott Suits, and they are all based upon 
allegations of fradulent transactions in 
the manner hertofore set forth through 
which certain persons obtained title to 
a large number of lots at one-half the 
appraised value. The most of the suits

He was born in Louisville, 
Ky., Sept. 21, 1858. He was the son of 
Phillip and Emma Keats Speed. He 
was a graduate of the University of 
Louisville, class of 1869. 

After his graduation, Speed practiced 
civil engineering and was engineer for 
several railroads, and later was City 
Engineer of Lopisville. 

He was connected with the United 
States Board of Transportation at the 
Centennial Exposition in 1876. In 1877 he 
joined the staff of the New York World 
and was its managing editor from 1879 
to 1883. 

Among his works were “A Fall River 
Incident,”’ “The Gilmers in America,” 
“A Deal in Denver,” ‘The Horse in 
America,"’ ‘1905 M-16" and a number of 
others.

World-Post-Dispatch $10,000 
Prize Offer Is Generously 
Complimented. 





NEW YORK, Feb. 2,—Another entry, 
the fifth, was made yesterday in The 
World-Post-Dispatch’s Fulton flight air- 
ship race for the $10,000 prize. The new 
entry is a Clement-Bayard dirigible. 
This type of airship so far surpasses | 
all other dirigibles, it may properly be 


called an air yacht. 

Cortlandt Field Bishop, president of 
the Aero Club of America, was so en- 
thusiastic when he was told of the 
entry that he declared it would create 
one of the greatest sensations this coun- 
try has ever seen if such an air yacht 
as M. Clement used in Paris last sum- 
mer is sent over, or if one similar to 
it is constructed here.

We 
shall probably take only three men in 
the race, although the air yacht is cap- 


. able of carrying a dozen persons.”

J. Glidden and Mark O. Anthony.

GOETHALS PROMISES TAFT TO 
FINISH THE CANAL BY 1915 


THREAT CAUSED MOVE 





Electric Lighting Company 
Warned City It Would 
Increase Charges. 





East St. Louis, Alton and Belleville 
will be asked to support a movement, 
started by Mayor John H. Best of: 
Quincy, for the passage by the Illinois 
Legislature of an act enabling cities and 
towns to regulate the prices of gas and 


electric light and power. 
Mayor Best’s plan is to give the cities, 
towns and villages the right to fix the 
public utility rates by ordinance, giving 
the public service corporations the priv- 
llege of appealing to the Circuit Court 
from any rate which they may consider 
unreasonable. 

More Direct Than Cooper Act. 
This plan is even more direct and im- 
mediate in its intended results than the 
Cooper enabling act, passed by the Mis- 
souri Legislature two years ago. St. 
Louls has not yet availed itself of the 
powers conferred by the Cooper act, al- 
though Kansas City has done so. 

The Cooper act authorizes Missouri 
cities to appoint commissions to examine 
rates, and to take legislative action for 
lower rates only on tne recommendation 
of such a commission. 

The Quincy proposal, which has been 
sent to the municipal authorities of East 
St. Louis, Belleville and Alton for their 
approval, contains nothing about a com- 
mission. It empowers the “corporate 
authorities” in each place to go ahead 
and reduce rates. 

The Quincy Bill. 

The proposed act, as drawn up by 
Mayor Best, City Clerk Berlin and Cor- 
poration Counsel Wall of Quincy, is as 
follows: 

Be it enacted by the people of the 
State of Illinois, represented in the 
General Assembly, that the corporate 
authorities of any city, town or vil- 
lage, now or hereafter incorporated, 
under any general or special law of 
this State, in which any individuai, 
company or corporation has been, or 
hereafter may be, authorized by such 
city, town or village to supply gas, 
light or electricity to such city, town 
or village and the inhabitants there- 
of, be and are hereby empowered to 
prescribe and fix by ordinance max- 
imum rates and charges for tbe sup- 
ply of gas, light and electricity fur- 
nished by such individual, company 
or corporation to such city, town or 
village and the inhabitants thereof, 
such rates and charges to be just 
and reasonable. And in -case the 
corporate authorities of any such 
city, town or village shall fix or pre- 
scribe unjust and unreasonable 
rates and charges the same may be 
reviewed and determined by the Cir- 
cuit Court of the county in which 
such city, town or village may be. 

Threaten to Raise Rates. 

In his letter to the officials of other 
Illinois cities, the Mayor of Quincy 
states that the City of Quincy, being 
about to compel the electric lighting 
company to place its wires under- 
ground, has been threatened by the 
company with an increase in the rates 
fo. electricity and for gas, which it also 
supplies. The charge for gas, the mayor 
says, is now $1 a thousand “for gas of 
& poor quality,’’ and the rates for elec- 
tricity ‘are characterized as being ‘‘cor- 
respondingly high.”

THE GMELICH VICTORY. 

The seating of Mr. Gmelich, Republican can~ 
didate for the lieutenant-governorship of the 
State, by a unanimous report of a committee of 
Republicans and Democrats, without a protest 
from any Democrat, is highly creditable to the 
Democratic ‘members of the Legislature. It is 
a commendable exhibition of non-partisan fair- 
ness.

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CALIFORNIA AND JAPAN. 

Secretary Root’s letter to the Governor of. Cal- 
ifornia concerning proposed anti-Japanese legis- 
lation and his “memorandum for the President”’ 
ought to make the whole question clear for the 
Pacific Coast legislators. 

The order of authority of public acts is as fol- 
lows: 

* (1) The Constitution of the United States. 

(2) Laws passed by Congress in pursuance ‘of 
the Constitution, and treaties with foreign gov- 
ernments negotiated by the President and with 
the advice and consent of the Senate. 

(3) State constitutions. 

(4) Laws passed by State legislatures in pur- 
suance of the several State constitutions. 

One of the proposed California bills prohibits 
alien ownership of land in that State. This prob- 
ably is not contrary to any constitutional pro- 
vision or treaty, but it goeS on to enact that 
“aliens shall have rights as to personal property 

as accorded to citizens of the United States 
by treaties with the United States ex- 
cept as the same be affected by the provisions of 
this act or the Constitution of the State.” As 
Secretary Root points out, “this inverts the order 
of authority.” A treaty now in existence controls,

California to the contrary notwithstanding, and 
a treaty hereafter negotiated will annul any 
provision of the State Constitution or State law 
not in harmony with its provisions. 

Another bill aims to revive the specific dis- 
crimination against the Japanese in the Califor- 
nia public schools which was abandoned when 
the governments of Japan and the United States 
made an “informal arrangement’ by which ‘the 
coming of Japanese laborers to this country was 
prevented. Under this arrangement the Japanese 
Government undertakes to prevent the emigra- 
tion of their people to the United States and the 
President of the United States is authorized to 
prevent the entry of any Japanese either by the 
way of our own ports or by way of Canada or 


‘Mexico, except those who have passports issued 
by the Tokio Government. 


If the proposed bill is passed and becomes a 
law it will be perfectly valid, since the “informal 
arrangement” is not a treaty. And it will retain 
its full vigor until the arrangement is converted 
into a treaty by the vote of the Senate. 

There is thus no question of law which is de- 
batable, but this attempt to discriminate against 
the Japanese by the State Legislature opens a 
question of policy of grave importance. In the 
absence of a formal treaty California can legis- 
late as she pleases on this point, but California's 
interests are not the only interests involved. The 
whole country will suffer the consequences of 
any affront to Japan by the State Legislature. 
Would it not be the wisest policy to refer the 
whole question to the Federal Government, which 
is charged with the care of all interests and lo- 
calities? At any rate, it would be well for the 
Californians to think well before doing what may 


bring on a clash.

Ten hours a day at 20 cents 
is $12 a week; at 17 cents it is only $10.20. Laws of 
the kind may well be called anti-starvation laws, for 
although a man can live on less than the minimum 
.prescribed, he cannot- make any headway or save 
anything, unless he is aljgolutely alone in the world, 
with no one having any ¢laim on him, which is not 
usual. To most men, less than $12 a week means 
slow starvation. es |

Such contention is in direct conflict with the estab- 
lished >rulés of legal interpretation applicable to the 
r, of which, the United States Constitution 
is a part. The Thirteenth Amendment is, {n form and 
object, a remedial statute, and must be interpreted 
by ascertaining the condition of the common or un- 
written law at the time of the enactment of the stat- 
ute, the mischief against which the unwritten Jaw did 
not provide, and the remedy intended to be afford- 
ed by the statute, and then giving to the statute 
that construction which will most fully suppress the 
mischief and apply the remedy. This améndment 
was adopted Dec. 18, 1865, to suppress a mischief in 
order that the country would never be called upon 
to repeat the tragedy, 1. e., the Civil War, through 
which it had just passed. The conditions are so dis- 
tantly removed that it is contrary to logic and also 
reason to try to employ the Thirteenth Amendment 
as grounds for divorce. Considering the second part 
of this amendment, it appears that rules of law em- 
anating from the first part of this amendment must 
be consistently construed. Considering it from a 
moral viewpoint, such contention drags from its lofty 
pedestal that which goes to make the country or State 
solid or unstable, as the case may be, ‘“‘home.”’

From today’s New York World. 

United States District Attorney Stim- 
son has made a remarkable legal dis- 
covery. Taking President Roosevelt’s 
view of the law, Mr. Stimson says that 
any newspaper can be criminally pros- 
ecuted for libel ‘in a number of distant 
and independent jurisdictions.”. Mr. 
Stimson adds that ‘in each of these 
jurisdictions, under well-known princi- 
ples of law, each of these publications 
would constitute a separate offense.”’ 

Mr. Stimson further says that ‘‘crim- 
inal libel proceedings may well engage 
the attention of the officials whose duty 
it is to enforce the law in those locali- 
ties.’’ 

According to this view of the ae ifa 
copy of one newspaper were - sent 
through the United States mails to any- 
body in the Philippines, Hawaii, Porto 
Rico, Cuba, Guam and anywhere else 
where the ‘Postoffice is a Federal bufild- 
ing or where a military or naval reser- 
vation exists, for that one act an in- 
dictment for criminal libel could be 
found in every one of these jurisdictions. 
The proceedings could be prosecuted 
simultaneously, as Mr. Stimson advises 
Mr. Jerome. Indictments could be found 
simultaneously. The proprietor, the ed- 
itor, the reporter or whoever was re- 
sponsible for the publication could be 
simultaneously arrested by every United 
States Marshal in whose district the of- 
fending publication had appeared. 

To put in the defense of truth, which 
Mr. Stimson admits ‘“‘would in the 
present case constitute a complete de- 
fense,”” would require that the defend- 
ant should produce in Guam or Porto 
Rico or San Francisco or. Hawaii, or 
wherever else President Roosevelt 
chose to try the case, all the witnesses 
and all the evidence in his defense. If 
acquitted there he could proceed to the 
next jurisdiction with his witnesses and 
his evidence and so continue until he 
was bankrupted or convicted. 

As the Milwaukee News well says: 
“There are thousands of newspapers 
throughout the country’’ which, “even 
aware of their legal rights, are yet 
fearful of litigation” for lack of re- 
roar: 8 “Such a threat,’’ the News 
adds, “as uttered by Mr. Roosevelt is 
calculated to silence them as effectually 
as if the Executive had the power to 
muzzle or suppress them by executive 
order.” 

Comparatively few newspapers are 
backed by ample financial resour¢es. 
Comparatively few Are conducted at 
considerable profit. In most cases the 
consciousness of service rendered and 
the privilege of advocating the princi- 
ples he holds dear must serve the news- 
paper publisher in lieu of large mone- 
tary reward. Not the most honorable, 
the most inconspicuous or the most 
careful member of the profession can 
feel secure from ruin if Mr. Roosevelt’s 
view of the law is accurate. By the 
power to subject any newspaper to 
great expense in vexatious and distant 
proceedings -the Executive would pos- 
sess resources of censorship greater 
than the Russian CdZar’s. 

He would not need to “black out” 
passages in a newspaper that criticised 
him. . He could crush the offending 
publication by the tremendous power of 
the United States Government. Under 
the Roosevelt interpretation of the law 
any President could, as the Milwaukee 
News says, “destroy liberty of pregs 
and speech and bring an end to popular 


government.”

ae convicts all the delicacies of the 
market, or to provide them with a 
change of linen every day, but it is a 
crime for the State to furnish disease- 
breeding sleeping quarters, such as it 
does provide in three of the five cell 
buildings at the prison. 

“These buildings should be torn down 
and modern buildings, which can be 
yentilated, into which a little sunlight 
may stream at times, buildings which 
can be warmed, should be erected. There 
is not a bathtub In the prison for the 
use of convicts. Shower baths, should 
be installed. . 

Appropriations Should Be Larger. 

“With conditions such as these dis- 
gracing the name of the State, I fail 
to understand how any public man, who 
is familiar with conditions, can talk 
‘about the Legislature limiting appro- 
priations to the same amormt which 
was appropriated a quarter of a cen- 
tury ago, as Senator Stone urged in iis 
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changes needed here,” said Dr. Chas- 
tain. ‘‘New. buildings are absolutely es- 
sential to the health of the inmates. We 
have done remarkably well in handling 
disease here, but I- shudder to think of 
the results if an.epidemic once got a 
good foothold within the prison. We 
were fortunate two years ago when we 
had a few cases of smallpox by detect- 


ing and isolating them immediately. The 


prison may not.always be so fortunate, 
however. 

“One of the greatest needs of the in- 
stitution is an appropriation to supply 
convicts with proper clothing. Under 
the present rules when winter comes 
many convicts are without undercloth- 
ing and without even vests to Keep out 
the cold. The State does not’ supply 
convicts with underciothing, and there 
are hundreds of men in here who have 
not money to buy such clothing. 

‘Notwithstanding this fact, the men 
are required to march back and forth

“Tuberculosis, pneumonia, bronchial!

No Overcoats Furnished. 

“Another matter which should have 
attention is the clothing furnished dis- 
charged convicts. When a man is re- 
leased from prison the State furnishes 
him a suit of clothes. Though the ther- 
mometer may register 10 degrees below 
zero, he has no overcoat. If he has not 
the money to buy one he goes without. 
That is not right and undoubtedly 
causes a great amount of sickness in 
men after they are released from the 
prison. 


stitution of this kind. It is the most 
fatal disease that prison physicians have 
/to deal with, and one of the most dif- 
ficult to handle properly on account of 
the environment. There is no way just 
now of arriving at the exact number 
of tubercular cases in the prison, but 
during the past four years there were 
treated in the hospital 123 cases. Of 
this number at least half were contracted 
after the men entered the prison. No 
one knows the number cy incipient cases 
which during confinement did not reach 
a stage where the men afflicted asked 
for medical attention.

“In addition to these changes, I in- 
tend that the latest discoveriés in the 
treatment of tuberculosis shall be tried. 
Of course this will be done only with 
the consent of the tubercular convicts. 
There have been several recent discov- 
eries which are highly thought of by 
celebrated physicians. These have been 
given very little trial. Every effort 
should be made to stamp out tubercu- 
losis, the most prevalent of all diseases 
in prisons. There is no reason why it 
cannot be done. 

“The State has no right to shut men 
up in such holes as it now does. Some 
of the cells in one of the buildings are 
underground. Fresh air rarely pene- 
trates to them. Daylight never enters 
them. They are damp and foul. What 
chance has the man who occupies one 
of them day after day for months to 
escape sickness which will ultimately 
cause his death? None whatever, and 
as Governor I shall do everything in my 
power to correct this deplorable condi- 
tion of affairs. 

Plumbing in Only One Building. 

“Contrast these buildings with the 
other two cell buildings, which are of 
more recent construction and are as 
well lighted and probably as well venti- 
lated as any buildings of their size con- 
taining cells can be. 

“Only one of the buildings is equipped 
| with proper plumbing. 

“The correction of these evils at the 
penitentiary, the largest prison in the 
United States, is a duty which the 
members of the Legislature owe to hu- 
manity, and no little question of a few 
dollars should enter the minds of the 
legislators when they are considering 
this matter. All they need do is to 
} visit the prison, investigate these con- 
ditions for themselves, and I do not 
doubt for one instant that they will 
readily vote the, needed appropriation.” 

The Missouri Penitentiary has five cell 
buildings, known as buildings ‘‘A,’’ “‘B,’’ 
“Cc,” “D” and “E.”’ Cell building “A’”’ 
is old, but is pronounced by Dr. Chas- 
tain to be the-most healthful building 
in the prison. While the side walls are 
of masonry, the entire front of the 
cells is of bars. There is a window in 
each cell, overlooking a green. court 
These windows may be opened at any 
time, admitting plenty of fresh air. 

The cells are 8 feet 6 inches wide, 
feet 6 inches long and 9 feet high. There 
is a wide corridor which permits a free 
passage of air, and by having a few 
windows opened in the cells, there is 
alwavs a sufficient quantity of fresh 
air in the building. Above the topmost 
tier of cells is a large open space, to 
which the foul air rises high above the 
sleeping men. 

Cells Made of Brick. 

But across the green court are build- 
ings ‘‘B,”’ “‘C’’ and “D,” all of practical- 
ly the same construction. Here are thw 
cells to which the Governor finds serious 
objection. Not one cell has an outside 
window. The cells are built of brick, 
rising tier on tier. Each cell is 4 feet 
wide, 8 feet long and 6 feet 4 inches 
high. The only means of entrance for 
air is the low, narrow, barred door, not 
high enough for even a small man to 
pass through without stooping. 

There was a method in this construc- 
tion. At the time these buildings were 
erected, prison men believed cells should 
be so constructed that the prisoners 
could not leave them in a standing posi- 
tion, owing to a fear on the part of the 
officers that a prisoner would gain an 
advantage over the officer. 

At the back of the ceil is a small open- 
ing, four inches square, cohnecting with 
a. brick -chimney.- -This is supposed to 
supply ventilation. Dr. Chastain says it 
might almost as well not be there, for 
all the good it does. It is in “‘B” buila- 
ing that a portion of the cells are un- 
derground. After a rain a few days 
ago a guard explained the presence of 
water on the floor of this building by 
saying that after every rain the water 
seeps through the walls and floods a 
portion of the floor. 

“E” building, the newest one, has stee! 
cells 8 feet long, 8 feet wide and & feet 
high. It has good light and fair ven- 
tilation, a fan system having recently 
been Installed. Dr. Chastain says, how-

Eight Pardoned to Die. 
Statistics contained in the report of 
the prison physician, now in the hands 
of the printer, show that of the 12 sick 
pardons granted by Gov. Folk during 
1907 and 1908, eight of the pardoned con- 
victs were suffering from consumption 
and were released that they might die 
outside the prison walls. The same re- 
port shows that of the 49 deaths within 
the prison, 34 were from consumption, 
or about 75 per cent. 

The prison hospital records contain in- 
teresting statistics of the amount of 
sickhess in the various _bnpildings. The 
statistics are for the two-year period. 
“C” building, the smallest, and one of 
the most disgraceful in the eyes of the 
Governor, has accommodations for 212 
men. 

During two years the physician was 
called on to give treatment 3807 times 
to convicts housed in this building, or 
an average of more than five each day. 
“B" building, another which the Gover- 
nor seeks to have done away with, 
houses an average of 320 men. Treat- 
ment was given 9962 times, or” an aver- 
oge of more than twelve a day. “D’’ 
building, the third of the objectionable 
ones, houses an average of 48 men. 
Treatments were administered 14,24° 
times, an average of more than nineteen 

a day. 

Dr. Chastain is an advocate of better 
cell buildings and says that much of 
the sickness in the prison is undoubted.

Adjournment was taken, and a 
special commissioner was appointed to 
finish taking Mr. Peckham's testimony, 
Jan. 21. A new subpena was issued for 
the candy magnate to appear on that 
date, but process servers, it is alleged, 
have been unable to find him. 


Adopted Trade Name. 
Mrs. Hogan testified that she and the 


defendant were married Aug. 2,. 1895, 
and separated Aug. 11, 1908. ‘In the 
time we lived together,’’ she said, “he 
spent about $7000 of my money. I paid 


all bills and was employed in a depart- 
ment store and as a manicurist.’’ The 
witness said she adopted the name of 
Evelyn Mack as her business name be- 
cause her husband forbade her the use 
of his name. 

She further testified that her husband 
associated with another woman. She 
said she found out abort his relations 
with a woman in Chicago through the 
discovery of a gas bill for the woman’s 
flat in his pocket. “‘When I spoke to 
him about it he hit me with a hair 
brush,” said Mrs. Hogan.

~ Railroads Committee of Council to 
- Take Action in Next 


Few Days. 

Prompt disposal of the bill to compel

TOKIO, Feb. 2.—Two important pre 
sentations of the views entertained by 
the Government and the opposition on 
the relations between Japan and the 
United States were made in the lower 
house of the Diet today. 

Speaking for the Government, Foreign 
Minister Komura declared that there 
was no reason fo entertain undue fear 
of disturbances in the Far East. He 
based this statement on the confidence 
that the Japanese people felt in the 


whole and in the friendliness of the 
American Government toward the Jap- 


anese people. 

The Foreign Minister’s views were 
bitterly opposed by a member of the 
opposition, who insisted that the dignity 
of Japan had been injured by recent 
events in America, and that these events 
showed that the ‘“anti-Japanese. feel- 
ing’’ in America had not supsided. 

The Government’s Attitude. 


The keynote of the Foreign Minis- 
ter’s address was sounded when he said: 
‘The foreign policy of this Lmpire 
should have as an object the main- 
tenance of peace and the development 
of national -resources.”’ 

The Foreign Minister dwelt at length 
upon the relations between Japan and 
America. He said: 

“The friendship of Japan and the 
United States,is traditional and it is 
absolutely, essential that both maintain 
unimpaired those sentiments ef amity 
and extend anu strengthen them by 
every means. Notwithstanding the per- 
fect accord which has always existed 
regarding the aims of the two countries 
in the Far Bast and in the Pacific, it 
appears that doubts have been enter- 
tained In some quarters concerning the 
sincerity of the intentions. 

“In order to remove this misunder- 
standing the two governments have 
deemed it advisable to exchange diplo- 
matic notes, officially announcing a 
common policy, which T am convinced 
will be largely instrumental in pre- 
serving the repose of the Orient. 

‘With regard to the question of legis- 
lation unfavorable to the Japanese now 
pending mw California, the Imperial Gov- 
ernment is relying on the sense of jus- 
tice of the American people, together 
with the friendly disposition of the Fed- 
eral Government, and is confident that 
the question will not lead to interna- 
tional complications. 

Thinks Peace Is Assured. 


“Japan,” the Minister went on, ‘‘there- 
fore being on cordial terms with all the 
powers, including those which have ‘not 
been mentioned, it must be admitted that 
the maintenance of peace, which is the 


is now practically assured; and we are 
enabled to devote our endeavors to the 
development of our national resources. 
The first point claiming our attention 
is the problem of emigration. 

‘In view of the new international con- 
ditions assigned to Japan ft has become 
necessary that our people, instead of 
scattering in foreign lands, shall con- 
centrate in the far East, thus securing 
a united effort looking to legitimate ac- 
tivities and avoiding everything likely 
to obstruct the development of interna- 
tional commerce and industry. 

‘These considerations have led the 
Government to follow an avowed policy 
with respect to emigrants to-Canada and} 
the United States enforcing in perfect 
good faith the restrictions placed on 
emigration.’’ 

The Foreign Minister’s speech was re- 
ceived with applause 'by the Govern- 
ment side of the House, but Count Hat- 
tori, an opposition member, immediate- 
ly began a bitter attack on the foreign 
policy of the wovernment. He said that 
Japan had no determined foreign pol- 
icles and that this was shown by her 
present attitude toward America, where 
Japanese were denied an equal oppor- 
tunity and were even abused by Amer- 
icans. Recent events, he said, had 
proved that the anti-Japanese sentiment 
in Amefica had not subsided. 

The Speaker attacked particularly the 
recently concluded agreement between 
Japan and America, saying he believed 


American Government to sign the agree- 
ment in order to prevent competition by 
the Japanese on the Pacific Coast. He 
declared that n's dignity had been 
injured thereby, and he passionately 
urged the Government to enforce the 
principle of equal opportunity, which 
alone would solve the question of the 
rights of Japanese in foreign countries. 

Count Hattori’s speech was greeted 
by continued cheering by the opposition. 

Foreign Minister Komura replied with 
a few words; saying that he had out- 
lined the fixed policy of his Government 
and that he had nothing to add and 
nothing te retract. 


Nevada Legislature Acts, 
CARSON, Nev., Feb. 3.—A atrongr 
resolution, declaring in favor of drastic 
anti-Japanese legislation, criticising 
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“Resolved, That we do hereby recom- 
mend to the §tate of California to pay 
no attention whatever to the admoni- 
tion of the President, but go ahead and 
enact such stringent measures 4s will 
absolutely stop forthwith the encroach- 
ments of the Japanese, and the fur- 
tion; and, . 

“Whereas, we believe there is no dan- 
ger of war with the Japanese, as is ad- 
vanced b; those who oppose our views; 
but we believe that if we must have 
war with the Japanese Empire sooner 
or later, naw is a better time than ever 
to lay Gown the terms to that empire 
and teach those arrogant people that 
American rights cannot be encroached 
on, and that they cannot, nor never 
will be allowed, or given an opportunity, 
to aceujre a foothold in this country, 
or to assimilate with our race; and 

‘We further censure Theodore Roose- 
velt, the President of the United States, 
for his uncalled-for interference in at- 

:npting to deprive the citizens of the 
great Commonwealth of California by 
threats and coercion from exercising 
their lawfi§ rights of protecting them- 
selves from this Japanese horde.’’ 


LAMBERT WOULD MODIFY 
RULES OF AIRSHIP CONTEST 


Advocates Landings and Says All 
Kinds of Dirigibles Should 
Be Eligible. 


Albert Bond Lambert, councilman and 
balloon enthusiast, said Monday that he 








Dispatch and New York World in offer- 
ing a $10,000 prize for an air flight be- 
tween Albany and New York City, but 
thinks the conditions should be modified. 

“I do not think the contest should be 
restricted either to aeroplanes alone or 
to airships alone,” he said. “All sorts 
of dirigible air craft should be eligible. 
Only the spherical wind-propelled bal- 
loon should be barred. 

“I think the conditions as set forth in 
the preliminary announcement are too 
hard. Unless they are changed the only 
air craft in the world which would have 
a chance to win the prize would be the 
Zeppelin ship. 

“In my opinion it-is a mistake to 
permit no stops or landings. The ships 
and aeroplanes should be given 24 
hours in which to cover the distance. 
If landing were necessary this should 
not disqualify the air craft, so long as 
it should cover the distance. 

“The ability to alight and continue 
the flight, it seems to me, would be a 
better demonstration of efficiency than 
a continuous flight would be. 

“Many persons who offer these prizes 
make the conditions so hard that it 
would be impossible to win them. _ I 
should be sorry to see the Post-Dis- 
patch and World do that.” 


French Aero Club Enthusiastte. 

PARIS, Feb. 2..At the Aero Club of 
France the chief topic of discussion to- 
day was the offer of The World and 
Post-Dispatch of a $10,000 prize to the 
aeronaut who duplicates in the air Ful- 
ton’s feat in stemming the Hudson on 
its surface. A special meeting of the 
Aviation Committee will be held this 
afternoon,, when the subject will be 
dealt with more formally. 

Members of the organization, which 
is regarded as the leading aero club of 
the world, were outspoken in their en- 
thusiasm and in praise for the enter- 
prise as well as originality shown in 
the form in which the prize is offered.
